Bradley 
says Lothairo caused tho Ainorlaan overseer 
lo ha bound to a tree and then ho lashed the 
bound man with his Bword, cutting his 
clotheB from his back and wounding him 
terribly. Bradley, who says ho waa an eye 
witneaB of this outrage, sayB tho American 
died two daya later. 

Herbert Sponcer writes a long letter to 
the TlmeB on the Canadian oopyrighb ques- 
tion, in the course of whloh he Indioatea an 
Important issue whioh has beon entirely 
ignored : Namely, that tho multiplication 
of the centres of production pre- 
vents ths writing of many books 
that would otherwise be written. 
This does not much affect the works of 
amusement but on the works of instruction. 
It often weighs with fatal effeot, not killing 
but preventing their birth. 

The Times has an editorial commenting 
on tho foregoing, in whloh it says that It 
trusts the controversy will be sottled by the 
commanding influence of common sense on 
both sides, and appeals to Uanada, whether 
lb is fair or wiao to push its pretensions to 
the utmost. If Canada is to have a separate 
law, the • Times points out " that every 
•JrltiBh colony may olaim the tame power, 
whioh would prove ruinous to authors." 

The exaotion of v condition, Mr. Spencer 
goea on to say, that books muat be printed 
in America, la a serious evil in tho American 
copyright act and would bo increased if 
Canada and tho other colonies were to 
Buooeed in enforcing a similar stipulation on 
British authors. " In my own ease," Mr. 
Spenaor aayB, " Had I not obtained a sale 
in America without reprinting there the 
works which have ocoupled me since 1SC0, 
would never have been written." 

The Lokal Anzelger, of Borlln, says that 
Prince Lobanok Kostevsky, the Russian 
minister of foreign affairs, upon his recent 
visit to the Emperor William at tho tatter's 
shooting box at Hubortaock, Informed His 
Majesty that It waB the earnest wish of the 
Czar to moeb and converse with Emperor 
William and Emperor Frauds Joseph after 
his coronation.

CROMWELL'S HEAD 

In FoBBeaalon of a Well Known Kentish 
Family— Where it Has Iieen for 
Many Years. 

London, Oct. 21. — Tlio Liverpool Poat 
claims to have unearthed tho hoad of Oliver 
Cromwell, which ia said to have beon found 
in posBOBsion of the Wllkeaon family of 
Soulohart, Kent. Aocording to documents 
which it has, Oliver Cromwell's embalmed 
head after his death, with those of some of 
hie lioutonantn, was dislntorrod after the 
accession of Charles 11, and plaoed on a 
pike with thoae of Iroton and Bradshaw 
over Weatminstor hall. During a storm, it 
is related, tho pike staff was broken, tho 
hoad foil to the ground and was picked up 
by a eontry who concealed it in his cloak 
and took it homo whore, fearing disoovory, 
he hid it in a chimney. On his deathbed 
the soldier oonfosaod what ho had done to 
hla attending dootor, who took posaoBaion of 
the head. After various violBitudos, in- 
cluding its being placed on exhibition in a 
public show, Cromwell's head paasod into 
tho possession of tho WllkoBon family. Tho 
head wob kept in on oak box, and ia still 
impaled on tho piko head and haa evidently 
aufftrod from expoauro and smoke.

"Times" Says the Americans 
Have Been a Little Too 
Previous. 



Lord Salisbury's Dispatch Not Such 
as It Was Interpreted 
to Be. 



London, Oot. 21. — The Times says this 
morning, in an editorial : " Some of our 
American friends have been too previous 
in their interpretations of a report that the 
Mat quia of Salisbury had sont an ultimatum 
to Venczuella, Lord Salisbury's diBpatoh had 
to be sent through Borlln. The tenor was 
not such bb to raise the questions whioh a 
tion of the American press seema ao 
anxious to discuss? Tho olaim that tho 
right bisk of tho Guyani rivor bsloDgs to 
them doOB not justify tho Venezuelans in an 
attack upon the British police. Until their 
violent act is atoned for, and an ample 
apology la made, they are iu the posi- 
tion of hav.Dg suddenly removed the dis- 
pute from the aphero of diplomacy ond chal- 
lenged its suttlemont by force. Whother 
they count upon enjoying immunity on ac- 
count of the dlatanco of tho aceno of action 
from George Town, or whethor like othor 
weak atttca they presume upon their insig- 
nlQoanco to do things no groat powor would 
attempt, It is time tho Caracas politiciana 
wore taught a salutory loason. 1 ' 

Tho Exohange Telegraph Company this 
afternoon sent out tho report of un inter- 
view whioh one of its representatives bad 
with U. S. Ambassador Hon. Thomas F. 
Bayard. Mr. Bayard is quoted as aaylng 
ho will probably receive an immediate 
answer from tho Marquis of Salisbury on 
the Venezuelan question, that tho U. S. will 
bo quite satisfied if its actions lead to nego- 
tiations for tho reaumption of tho considera- 
tion of tho frontier dispute. Tho U S. can 
do nothing regarding tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury's demand for indemnity from Ven- 
ezuela. 

A high official of tho BritiBh foreign offioo 
waa interviewed to-day re the statement of 
Groat Britain's attitude towards Venezuela. 
He said Groat Britain haa not sent in an 
ultimatum to Venezuela, but a diBpatoh on 
the aubjeot of tho misunderatandinga be- 
twoon Great Britain and Venezuela had 
been forwardod to Prosldent Crospo. This, 
added tho informant, ia a very different 
thing, aB all persona acquainted with tho 
principles of diplomacy will rocognizo. 
Continuing, he said : " Lord Salisbury 
thinks that aufficlont timo haa olapeed for 
reparation to havo been mado, and with 
this viow prepared tho diapatoh referred to," 

Paris, Oot. 21. — Le Soir speaking of tho 
Venezuelan question Bays : " There ia a 
tendency on tho part of America to abuse 
the Monroo doctrine. England la right, i nd 
Franoe will ba compelled to Imitato her in 
order to aeouro an equitable settlement of 
several questions. 

The Chroniolo (Liberal) Bays oditorially : 
Wo arc very muoh obliged for An orica's 
efforts ab a conollatlon in tho Venezuelan 
affair but tho offer would come with 
moro grace if ehe would pay the 
Bahring sea indemnity in accordanoe with 
the Paris award. While we hopo thab Mr, 
Bayard and Lord Salisbury will oome to- 
gether lb is evident that Atnerioa has no 
footing bo.yond thab of a powerful neighbor.

BUTTEE MAKING IN B. C 

Opinions of J. A. Ruddick, Who Has Charge 
of the Dominion Travelling Dairy. 

Vancouver, Oot. 21. — (Special)— Mr. J. 
A. Ruddiok, a member oi the Dominion 
Dairy Commiuioner'a ataff, and In charge of 
the travelling dairy, whioh haa now about 
completed its work in this province, on 
being asked by your correspondent for his 
impression of British Columbia as a dairy 
oountry said : 

" After visiting moat of the agricultural 
■cations of the province, I can safely nay I 
think the possibilities for successful dairy- 
ing in this oountry are very encouraging 
from a farmer's standpoint. Tho climate is 
favorable both for the cheap produobion of 
milk and the manufacture of fine butter and 
oheeso. I find many farmers complaining 
of being crowded out of the market for 
dairy products by that which is being sent 
in from the outside. 

" While ib is true that those who manu- 
facture only medium or Inferior goods do 
meeb with strong competition, from outside, 
the fact is that thoao who are making the 
finest article are meeting with no compe- 
tition whatever. As an instance, the butter 
which is being made by the Delta Creamery 
is retailing rapidly at 35 cents per pound, 
and the manager informed me the other day 
that they oould not supply one quarter of 
the demand, This is first-class butter pub 
up in nice dainty shape and supplied fresh 
every day, so thab the Delta Creamery have 
tho market for this class of goods almost to 
themselves, aB it is impossible to import 
buttor from distant points and plaoe it up- 
on the market In the aamo attractive shape. 
The butter which is brought in ooir.es into 
direot compotiUon with tho aeoond grade of 
butter which iu made In tho provinoe. I 
wish to ba understood that tho butter 
brought iu here from Manitoba is of good 
quality, but the trouble is that owing to tho 
distance it is impossible to, place it on this 
market iu the same condition as the local 
creameries are ablo to do. 

" There is plenty room for moro of these 
creameries and from information obtained 
it appears that ab an oarly dato thsre will 
bo several new oreamerioa atartod. The 
farmers cannot avoid tho oompotition thab 
they aro bound to meet, and tho only sensi- 
ble thing to do is to manufacture tho olass 
of goods that will meet with tho least 
oompotition. Many farmers do oonaidor 
that tho preaenb pricea in Britiah Columbia 
for tho oourse produota of the farm aro nob 
sufficiently remunerative ; bub it eeema to 
me there ia a good outlet for disposing of 
thcao products by feeding them to cows 
producing milk, and making butter of fine 
quality, which will alwaya bo in good do- 
mand." 

To the suggestion ef your representative 
thab the buttor trade might bo overdone ia 
British Columbia in that ovent, Mr. Rud- 
diok said : " I do not see any probability of 
thia, for a long time to como at any rate. 
There is a largo Importation of butter at the 
proaonttimo. The avallablo land for agri- 
cultural purposes la somewhat limited, and 
the consuming class of tho population ap- 
pears to be increasing faster t lian tho pro- 
ducing class. I found In this country a 
larger proportion of consumers who were 
willing to pay a good price for a fine artiolo 
than in any other part of Canada." 

To iho quory, would oheeso manufacturing 
pay iu British Columbia, Mr. Ruddiok said i 
"Thoohoese mukora will meet with muoh 
stronger competition than tho buttor makers 
for the simple reason that cheese mado in 
Ontario, Manitoba and tho Territories can 
be placed on this market in just bb prime 
uondition aa any loaal piroduotion. Cheeae 
does not deteriorate by holding for shipment 
aa hotter does. My work in tho provlnae 
has been very enjoyable, and all with whom 
wo have come in contact have treated us 
courteously and kindly. I shall remember 
my trip to British Columbia with pleasure.

Pre- 
vious and oubjequent to thab he took hogs 
and cattlo to Cariboo, His formor homo 
waa Brookville, Onb., where hia father, a 
rotirod colonel in tho British army, had a 
largo and valuable farm. 

Ab tho annual mooting of tho Lidion' 
Bonovolont Sooiety bho following officers 
woro elocbod : President, Mrs. Urahamo ; 
lsb vioo, Mrs. Wells ; 2nd vioe, Mrs. R. Ii.

FATAL CAVE-IN. 



Man Killed at Quesnelle Forks — Sluices 
Smashed— Considerable Damage Done. 

150-Mile House, B.C , Oct. 21.— A big 
oave-in in pit No. 2 at 3 p.m. yesterday ab tbe 
Cariboo mine, Quesnelle Forks, covered up 
and killed A, Budden. No one else was 
hurb. The men oommenced digging for 
Budden at once, bub havs not yob reached 
him ; they are now laying a string of pipe to 
try and sluice him out. The men were ex- 
pecting the cave-in for twenty minutes, and 
had got their bools all oub of bhe pib ; Bud- 
den and McLeod were In the sluice, and all 
bands were out of danger. Juab before tho 
fall, Budden, for some nnoxplained reason, 
startod baok up the sluice, and when it foil 
he ran ahead of it in tho sluice and was 
oaught and covored up. All tho other men 
escaped without a soratch. The monitor 
was carried in the dump and the sluicos that 
stood out over tho dump were smashed and 
broken down into tho dump. Repairs will 
be made in a fow days.

The Bishop's Address to the Clerical 
aiid Lay Members of the 
Synod. 



Review of the Ecclesiastical Year- 
Matters Demanding Attention— Re- 
ligious Instruction In Schools 



Tho following ia the text of the address 
of Right. Rev. Bishop Perrin la opening the 
Synod of the Diocese of Columbia recently 
held at Nanaimo : 



My Reverend Brethren and Brethren of the 
Laity : 

I will not attempt to describo to you my 
foelinge on being ones more allowed to ad 
dress you in synod assembled, but will con- 
tent myself with expressing my deop sense 
of thankfulness to Almighty God for having 
spared my life, and to you for your prayers 
and kindly sympathy during my illness, and 
for tho warm greetings which I have re- 
ceived on my return. Very oarnoBcly ^ ould 
I bog of you to continue instant in prayer 
for me, that I may have ronewed strength 
of body, mind and epirlt, with fresh H5al and 
increasing wisdom for tho work to which I 
hare been called us bishop of this dioceso. 

I bare lost no tlmo in calling you together 
becuuao there aro matters which demand 
our most eeriouH attention. It will bo tho 
first >lme that the synod has mot outside 
tho City of Victoria, and I wish to express 
our thanks to tho brethren of Nanaimo for 
the provision which they have mado for the 
delegates. As to cur future meetings my 
own opinion is that as a rule tho synod 
should be hold in tho cathedral city and 
only at rare intervals eleowhere. 

Let mo tirst record tho changes whioh 
havo tuken placa in tho ministry. In my 
last addrcBS I noted tho resignation of the 
Rsv. S. C. Scholcfiold, rector of St. Paul's, 
Esqnlmalr. Within a very llltlo while he 
was called suddenly to his rest, and the 
fullest sympathy was expressed for his 
widow and family. May I also add one word 
of sympathy for the Rev. G. W. Taylor in 
the loss of his wife, who was ever zsalous 
in all parochial work, and also to the widow 
of the Rev. M. U. Browne, lato reotor of 
Cedar Hill, who, since her husband'B death 
eighteen months ago, has lost her eldest son 
and two daughters. 

The Rev. E F. LIpBComb.who threw him 
self heartily into mission work among tho 
Chinese, has left the diocese ; and to-day wo 
have to welcome the Rsv. J. H. S. Sweet as 
the newly institutod reotor of St. James', 
Viotoria. After i<in yea.i' vrork in that 
parish tho ArohdeaBon, with my full Banc 
tion and approval, resigned the charge of 
St. Jumes', having Beoured from the parish- 
oneers a sufficient guarantee to supply a 
stipend for a roctor. For six months Canon 
Paddon undertook tho work, so that during 
my absence tho Archdeacon might be free to 
act as commissary. 

The services at Chnmainus have been 
efficiently taken by the Rev. E G. Miller in 
conjunction with the work in Cedar dis- 
trior, and the fortnightly services at Mob- 
shosin have been undertaken by the Arch- 
deacon, as no fuuds have been forthcoming 
to supply a Btipend. I have received a 
petition from a iarge number of tho parish- 
oneerB of Metchosin to reinstate tho Rev. 
W. G. Ellison, and I am waitiDg to hear 
what promises oan be made of financial sup- 
port. 

A nbw church has been built at Uninn 
MineB through the energy of the Rev. J. X 
Willemar, towards which the Society for 
tho Promotion of Christian Knowledge has 
made a grant of $150, the rest of the monoy 
having been subsoribed looally. I have also 
much pleasure in announcing that the parish 
of Sc. Saviour's, Victoria, 1b now self-sup- 
porting. 

In accordance with the resolution passod 
at tho last Synod statistics with 
regard to the commun'cintB, Sun- 
day achool teaohera irnd scholar', 
baptisms, confirmations, marriagea ami 
burials will be laid before you. Tho num- 
ber of confirmation candidatca 1b 119 as com- 
pared with 12G laBt year. I hope that beforo 
next Easter I may be allowed to administer 
the rite in every church in the diocese. 

With regard to the performance of the 
marriage servicoltruat that thegreatest care 
Ib taken nob to marry those within the pro- 
hibited degrees. 

A canon is to bo proposed for your con- 
sideration upon the queBtion of marrying in 
private houaos and until some such canon is 
passed I rely upon the clergy doing all in 
their power to persuade people to 
present themselves in church. Io 
oases where due notice has been given I 
shall be ready to grant a special lloonBo, if 
the clergy will apply to me, setting forth 
clearly the reasons ij each pirticular case 
why the service should bo performed in 
private. 

I hopo with as little delay as possible to 
make a visitation of ail the ohurches. It 
would be a great convenience if, in addi- 
tion to the preachers' book and tho electors' 
list of those qualified to vote for lay dele- 
gates, tho canon wero carefully observed 
which orders that a book Is to bo kept in 
which tho names of all families and individ 
uals who identify themselves with the 
church by frequently attending tho BervicoB 
might bo ontorod. In case of change of in 
cumbents it is clear that such a book would 
bo of iuestimablo value. A list of the visits 
actually paid would also bo a great help in 
the way of self-examination lo every clergy- 
man, for it io evident that without careful 
and regular visiting tho work of tho church 
cannot advance ub it should. 

I purposely abstain from any comment 
upon tho statistics, and turn with a feeling 
of sadness to certain facts, which have to be 
faced, and which wo all must deplore : 

1. The mission work to tho 'Chinese in 
Victoria has boon closed, owing to tho with- 
drawal of the grant of S500 which had baon 
mado sinco 1891 from tho Board of Missions 
in Eastern Canada. The oatechist, Tim 
Lee, left for Canton, whore he hopes to 
devoto himself to hia Master's aorvico. The 
body of lady teachors aro still eager and 
willing to return to their work, bub wo aro 
without funds and at proaont uuablo to re- 
open tho school. 

2. No attempt has boon mado to under- 
take missionary work amongst the Indians 
on the West Coast or in the Cowichan dis- 
trict, whllo tho work that waa formerly 
undertaken in Victoria and Nanaimo has 
been abandoned. 

3. Nothing is being done to aupply the 
spiritual needs of tho Bailors and sealers in 
tho port of Viotoria. 

4. The Sunday sorvloes at the gaol havo 
been discontinued, and at tho Jubiloo hos- 
pital wo have to depend upon the voluntary 
help of tho olurgy for tho Sunday afternoon 
servicer), owing to tho withdrawal of the 
grant of $250 by tho mission board. 

i, Sb. Mark'e church in Victoria romaina 
closed, and no stops havo boon taken to opon 
fresh work ia tho Oak Bay and Cadboro Bay 
districts. 

6. Alberni and the islands are atill with- 
out the ministration of the church — al-

though tho increase in population has been 
considerable — and constant applications aro 
made by the sottlers in theao districts. 

7 Thore ia no diocesan temperance or- 
ganization. 

All this is a heavy burcen of undone 
work, and when 1 call your atten- 
tion to tho present fioancial condition of tho 
diocese it bocomea still more serious. The 
treasurer (Mr. W. C. Ward) has at my ro- 
jutst prepared a statement in which it will 
bu shown that many of cur accounts are 
overdrawn. Tho proporty of Angola Col 
k'ge was mortgaged by my predecessor 
$5, £00, and a further debt of 
$?,0QG has boon Incurred for improve 
meats, and there has been no tont 
to meet tho interest as it became duo. MisB 
Dovereux, tho present tenant, has, I am 
sure, tho heartioBt wishes of this synod for 
the auoceaa of tho work upon w hioh she has 
jmt entered, but at present tho rentohargod 
is ooly $20 a month. Tho property in tho 
neighborhood of Nanaimo is still in the po 
aession of the synod, but upon that also 
there is a mortgage and thero are taxoa to 
bo paid ; whllo tho synod fund itself is in 
arrei.ra. 

With regard to the mission fund wo are 
also acill forced to overdraw our acoount in 
order ihxt tho quarterly grants may bo paid 
to tho several olergy. 

Whilo thus I wish to keep back nothing 
from tho members of the Bynod, ib would be 
uselesB merely to complain. Can we dis- 
cover the causes and effect a change ? 

Thero ia no doubt that tho tomporary 
financial deprcasion is partly, the reason, but 
it would not be right to lay the blame 
wholly upon this. Conscious that I am 
condemning myself, I am convinced that 
a oloBer attention to diocesan organization is 
essential. If tho canons of thG dioceso with 
regard to parochial associations were en- 
forced a bettor state of things would soon 
follow. The effort that Waa made in some 
parishes last Lent reeulted in an increase of 
the amount collected for the mission fund ; 
but missionary meetings and more system- 
atic viBiting by the officlala of tho diocese are 
ovidontly needed. The hopo of obtaining 
help from England is vory small. The au- 
thorises of the Society for the Propagation 
of ihe Gospel were unable this year to make 
any new grants whatever, and tho sum 
raised in conueolion with ihe Columbia mis- 
sion fund la reduced to a vory small ..mount. 
It bacomeu our duty, thereforo, moio than 
ever to preBS upon all membora of the church 
their responsibility in subscribing regularly 
to support, not only their own pariah but tho 
general work of the churoh. There is a hope 
of shortly establishing in this diooeae 
branch of the Sooioty of the Treasury of 
God, the principle of whioh ia that ail its 
members should give directly in charity one 
tenth of their Income. All financial diffi 
culties would immediately disappear if this, 
which clearly ought to be the very lowest 
rule thab Christians should make, wore oar 
ried out. Wo aro to be asked to take into 
our consideration a aohemo for a complete 
ohange In the administration of the mission 
fund, which has worked well in tho dioceso 
of Quebec If adopted, the payment of all 
stipends in parishes which required help 
from the mission fund would bo mado from 
a central fund and formal guarantees would 
bo required for the payment of an assessment 
by the parishioners, which would be sent to 
the mission board and not to the clergyman 
of the parish. 

Under tho olrcumstancea you will be pre- 
pared to hear that no further steps have been 
taken to appeal for funds for the new cathe- 
dral. With our own accounta overdrawn, 
and with complaints on all sides of mort- 
gages and debts unpaid, we have again 
to appeal to the patience of those who have 
already subscribed and to assure them that 
the scheme is not in the least abondoned but 
only postponed for a while. 

In the beginning of tho new year I hopo 
that a quarterly diocesan magazine will be 
started, by moans of which ib will bo possi- 
ble to record the work which ia being done 
in the eevoral parishes, and also to bring our 
needs moro clearly beforo the members of 
the ohuroh. Hitherto the information has 
only boen in the handa of a vory few, and 
it will not be until tho many ure really in- 
terested in tho work of tho church that we 
can hope to havo our position really improv- 
ed. In that tho secret of the whole matter 
contained, and every effort must be mado 
by us all to carry it out. 

The long deluy in tho appointment of a 
successor lo Binhop Sillitoe, of Now West- 
minBter, has mado it imposnible to advanoo 
the question of the formation of an Eccles- 
iastical Province of British Columbia. I 
trust that a resolution will be pussed in this 
synod congratulating Dr. Dart upon hia ap- 
pointment to the see, and suggesting a joint 
committee of the two dioceBt-B todiscusB tho 
matter with tho Bishop of Caledonia. I 
havo had correBpondenco with tho Arch- 
bishop of Ruport'a Land and also a personal 
iutorviow, in which, speaking from a long ex- 
perience, the Archbishop doprocuted tho 
idea of any attempt to join ourselves to tho 
provinco of Ruport's Land. 

Beforo my illness I did not call togother 
tbo comrnittoo appointed at tho laat Beaalon 
of the ayn. d Hi consider this question, and 
also our posiei u as a diooeBO with regard to 
tho general synod of tho church of Canada, 
but 1 hope to do so without further delay. 
Meanwhile, in Eagland I had the 
advantage of several conversations 
with tho Archbishop of Canterbury 
upon tho muttor. Thero in no doubt that 
tho Archbiahop of Canterbury is atill the 
metropolitan of thia diocese, to whom I 
took tho oath of obodionco on tho day of my 
coneooration. In this respect no functions 
have so far been given to tho primato of 
Canada. Ho ia aimply metropolitan in hia 
own provinco of Ruport's Land. 

Tho General Synod of Canada ia sum- 
moned to moot at WInnipog in September, 
1890 Our own synod will bo oallod togothor 
as usual in June next, by which time we 
may hopo to have some aohemo formulated. 
I shall thou invito tho olergy and laity co 
uolcct delegates who will be fully instructed 
how to aot. 

In addition to thia the Pan-Anglican con- 
ference of all biahopB in our communion In to 
bo oalled togother in London In July, 1897, 
when tho rotation of tho colonial ohurches co 
tho Soo of Canterbury is to be ono of the 
autijocts to be discussed. 

There aro two questions upon whioh the 
minds of tho faithful throughout tho whole 
church of God havo been full cf late — i re. 
atoratlon of unity amongab professing Chris, 
tlans, and tho necessity of the n I'gloua 
education of the young. 

With regard to tho former, we have atill to 
deplore the unhappy div tlon In our own dio-

Ib 
would bo woll that a committee 
Bhouid bo appointed to consider 
what nchemei would bo practicable in this 
province, and wo should need tho co-opera- 
tion of tho dioceRo of N:ow Westminster. It 
ought to bo possible to diaoover moans by 
whioh other Christian bodies might anoept 
some unitod action to bring about tho objeot 
which muab bo dear to the honrts of all who 
oaro for tho spiritual welfare of tho children. 

Aswonow enter upon our deliberation 
lot mo onco moro ask you to faco tho dim- 
oultios whioh besot us in this dloooso look- 
ing to Him who is "able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think," 
and praying thab our experience may work 
in ns hope — and a more truo dovotlon of our-

A BRIGHT PROSPEGT. 

The badness depression which has been 
bo severely ielt in almost all parts of this 
continent) is evidently gradually passing 
away. The improvement is so blow in aomo 
plaoea as to be almost imperoeptibie, In 
others it ia easily seen by the observant 
The ohango for the better ia felt by many 
who are almost afraid to hope that it will 
bo permanent. In this city we are glad to 
be able to say that in the opinion of many 
who are in a good position to notioe any 
sign of improvement, the beginning of better 
ti.nea has Aoroo. Business ia brisker than it 
has been for some time. Collections are 
more oasily made. Merchants, both whole 
sale and retail, find that their sales are in 
creasing. It is noticed that the visit 
of the members of the Board of Trade to the 
Kootenay country is already producing en- 
couraging results. Since Victoria has been 
placed in a position as regards 
freight to do buslnoas with points 
on the Mainland on the same terms 
the other citieB of the coast, businosB has 
been looking up, and there ia a good pro 
speob that this city will have a fair share of 
the trade with the prosperous and growing 
mining community inhabiting that rich die 
triot. It is pleasant to have to reoord these 
enoouraging indications, and to have roaaon 
to believe that Victoria will not when tho 
good times oome be left out in the cold. 



BELLIGERENT RIGHTS. 

Tho jlDgoes on the other side of the 
national boundary line sympathiz i deeply 
and warmly with the Cuban Insurgents 
They are loud in their demand to recognize 
the rebels as belligerents. These fiery 
spirits if thoy had their way would set tho 
United Sbatos at varlanoe with all their 
neighbors. Thoy would pick a quarrel with 
Spain by prematurely recognizing the Cuban 
rebels ae belligerents and thoy would go to 
war with Great Britain beaause that nation 
lusists upon it that the old boundary line 
botwoon British Guiana and Venezuela is 
the true one. 

It is almoat curtain that at least n 
tenths of them have nob tho most romoto 
idea of what belligoronoy moans or 
what aro the merits of the dispute betweon 
Venezuela and Great Britain. Bub trifles 
such as theso give them no concern. They 
believe that Cuba would make a very con- 
venient addition to tho United States, and 
that consequently Its Government should 
take tho part of tho men who, in Cuba, have 
takon up armB againBt Spain, tho owner of 
Cuba ; and thoy aro absolutely certain that 
the British claim in Guiana is iniquitous and 
in contravention of tho Monroo Doctrine. 
" Tho Monroo Dootrino " ia, with them, a 
phrase to conjuro with. Of its real signifi 
ficanoo thoy, to judge by their writings and 
their speeches, havo not tho remotest idea, 
hut it suits them to bolievo that it gives tho 
United Statoa a right to intorforo in ovory 
dispute, no matter what it Is 
about or what its merits, betwoen 
their country and any European powor, 
This ia what they bolievo and thoy do not 
want to know whether their boliof is well 
grounded or not. 

If they doalrod to bo instructed on cithor 
of tho questions thoy would soon find out 
from tho speeches and writings of Intelli- 
gent and consciuntious Americans how little 
thoy know about matters on which they 
pronounce so dogmatically. President 
Grant in ono of his mossagos told tho pooplo 
of tho United Statos whon, according to in- 
ternational law, mon in arms against a 
nation aro to bo accordod bolllgoront rights. 
So lato as June 30, 1870, he, in a special 
mossage with respect to another Cuban ro- 
volt, wrote : 

"Tho question of bolligerency is ono of 
foot, not to bo decided by sympathies for or 
prejudioeB against either party. Tho ro. 
latlonB botwoon tho parent Stato and the in- 
surgents must amount, in fact, to war in 



the sense of international law. Fighting, 
though fierce and protracted, does not alone 
constitute law ; there must be military 
forces acting in accordance with the rules 
and customs of war — Big* of truco, cartoie, 
exchange of prisoners, &o. — and to justify a 
recognition of belligoronoy there must be, 
above all, a de facto political organization of 
tho insurgents, sufficient in character and 
resources to constitute it, if lefb to itself, a 
State among nations, capable of discharging 
tho duties of a State, and of meeting the 
jast responsibilities it may inour bb such 
toward other powers in tho diaobarge of its 
national duties." 

No one aan eay with any approach to 
truth thab tho conditions so clearly set forth 
by President Grant exist in Cuba to-day. 
Tho inaurgont" are fighting and fightirg 
bravely, bub it oannob ba affirmed th»t the 
fighting lain acoordanoo with tho rules and 
customs of war. Still loss can lb be said 
that there " is a do facto political organiza- 
tion of tho Insurgents sufficient in character 
and resources to constitute it, if loft to itself, 
a State among nations capable of discharging 
the dutios of a Stato." But what do tho 
American jingoes oare about President 
Grant's dlotum or tho law of nations ? 
Thoy will keep up thoir jabber no matter 
how nonsonsical it may appear to sensible 
and woll instructed mon, or into whab diffi- 
culties and quarrels tho course thoy dictate 
may lead their Government. What they want 
aro the hurrahs of tho Ignorant and tho un- 
thinking, and tho votes of credulous fools. 



guard from European encroachmont tho ter- 
ritory of the whole boundless continent ia 
greatly to misconceive tho purpose of its 
promulgator and to mis construe tho explicit 
Interpretation published to the world by its 
author, Mr. Adams. Yet had this interpre- 
tation been couched In the mosb ambiguous 
terms it could huvo hardly boen more mis- 
understood than it would seem to be ab the 
present day. 

Senator Casa would havo still stronger 
reason to protest against tho misinterpreta- 
tion of tho Monroo Dootrino if ho lived in 
these d»ys. If tho American Government 
had in 1844 misunderstood the Monroe Doo- 
trino bb ic is now interpreted by many 
Americune, tho greater parb of what is now 
British Columbia would bo American terri- 
tory or there would havo been a fight for ita 
possession, for tho cry on tho other aido of tho 
Lino was " 5-1 40 or fight." But the Amori 
can Govornmont agreod to make tho 49th 
parallel of latitudo tho boundary line. It 
must not be eupposod that all United Statos 
citizens misinterpret the Monroo Dootrino. 
Sonsible mon among them know exactly 
what it is and what It means. It la only the 
popularity hunters who give it a moaniDg 
that it w»s Dover intended to bjar by its 
author. 



THE MONROE DOCTRINE. . 

There ia muoh talk in tho United States 
juat now about tho Monroe dootrino In oon- 
nootlon with the diaputo betwoen Great 
Britain and Vonezuola. It ia aurpriaing to 
obaorvo how little ia known about this 
dootrino so often invoked by American 
journalists and politicians. Thoy seem to 
have an idea that it has In some mysterious 
way established tho United States aa pro- 
tector of all the republios In North and 
South America. According to them It aivee 
the United States Government power to in 
terfere in every diapute which any of these 
republlca may have with a European nation, 
and to act aa arbitrator botween them. 
They, of course, assume that tho foreign 
power, particularly if it is Groab Britain, 
is in the wrong, that lb is bound to 
defraud the weak republic or to rob it out- 
right. This waB the assumption !n th« 
Nioaraguan difficulty, and this is what Is 
now taken for granted in tho Venezuelan 
dispute. Enquiry and deliberation are not 
needed in this case. Great Britain is in the 
wrong, and it haa aotod in contravention of 
the Monroe doatrine. 

In order that our readera may see how 
little roaaon there is In the contention of the 
Amerioan fire-eaters we will quote the fam- 
ous Monroe doctrine in full. Ib must be re- 
membered that this much- cited doctrlno ia 
nothing more authoritative than a passage 
in a President's message. It has never 
been in any shape confirmed by Congress 
It ie, aa Lord Clarendon said to President 
Buchanan, "merely the dictum of ita dis- 
tinguished author." It must also be remem- 
bered that the Venezuelan dispute ia about 
a boundu7y line which was run long before 
the Monroe Doctrine waa pronounced or 
dreamed of. The worda of the famous ut 
teranco are found in President Monroe's 
message of 1823. Ib is as follows. Aa the 
reader will see ib is of peculiar interest to 
Britlah Columbiana : 

" At the proposal of the Russian Imperial 
Government made through the miniator of 
the Emperor residing here full power and 
instruotiona have been transmitted to tho 
minister of the United Statea at St. Peters- 
burg toarrango by amloab'o negotiation, the 
reepoctive rights and interests of tho two 
nationa on the northweat coast of thla conti- 
nent. A similar proposal has bcon made by 
his Imperial Majaaty to the Government of 
Great Britain, which has likewise boon ao- 
ceded to. Tho Government of the United 
States has been desirous, by this 
friendly proceeding, of manifesting tin 
great valuo thoy have Invariably attached 
to tho friendship of the Emperor and their 
Bolicitudo to cultivate tho beat understand 
ing with his Government. In bhe disouB 
Bions to which this intorost has given riBe, 
and the arrangements by which theyjnay 
terminate, tho oocasion has boon judged 
propor for assorting as a principlo in which 
the rights and intoreeta of tho Unitod 
States are involvod that the Amoricon con- 
tinents, by tho free and independent con- 
dition whioh they havo assumed and main 
tain art henceforth not to be considered sub 
jr.rtH for future colonization by any European 
power. . . . Wo owe it, thoreforo, to 
candor and tho amicable relations existing 
botweon the Unitod States and those powerB 
to declare that ire should consider any attempt 
on their part to extend their system 
to any -portion of this hemisphere an danger 
ousto our peace and safety. With the ex 
isting colonies and dependencies ok any 
European power we have not inter- 
fered AND SHALL NOT INTERFERE Bub 
with tho Governments who have declared 
their independence and maintained it, und 
whose independence wo huvo, on groat con- 
aideration and no just principles, acknow- 
ledged, we would not viow any InterpoBiiion 
for tho purpoao of oppressing thorn, or con- 
trolling in any other mannor thoir doetiny, 
by any European power in any other l'ght 
than as a manifestation of an unfriendly die- 
position towards the Unitod Statea." 

We havo underlined tho moat significant 
part of this remarkable pasaago. Aa the 
reader seeB, it, ovon if ib wore authoritative, 
ia very far from assorting tho powers olaimed 
for lb by tho jingoes of bhe United States. 

It ia to bo obaorvod that thla protoatorato, 
Buch us It is, was assumed by tho United 
Statos without tho oonBont of tho ropubllcB 
to bo proteotod. Proaldont Monroo took 
upon himsolf to say that no now Europoan 
colonies should bo established on tho con- 
blnonb of North and South Amerioa, and 
that no European power Bhould deprive any 
of the republics then established of its inde- 
pondoDco and remain a frlond of the United 
States. Senator CasB did nob intorprob tho 
Monroo Dootrine ub it is at proBont inter- 
preted by many of our Amerioan neighbors. 
He Bald in hia place in the Sonate in 1856 : 
To colonization by purohaso, treaty or 
lawful conquest tho Monroe dootrino was 
not intended to apply, however lb may havo 
como to be considered In thoso lattor days. 
■ ... To supposo that thla declaration 
waa intended aa a promiee, plodgo or en- 
gagement that the United Statos would

He 
says thab his interest In the subjaob of th 
Alaska boundary lino was excited by the 
Colonist's articles on tho subject, and tho 
result of hie inqulrlea haa evidently been to 
convince him that our view of the queatlon 
ia the righb ono.

Examining Hrltish Columbia 
Jlines. 

Mr Lfo Norman, of tho firm of L. Nor- 
man & Co., London, and ono of tho loading 
membora of the Anglo- Westorn Pioneer 
Syndicato, Ltd., ia at tho Driard. The 
ayndicate, of which Mr. Norman was the 
principal organizer, is aompoaed of a group 
of London oapitallsta, who have turned 
t heir attention towards British Columbia's 
mines as u field for investment. Mr. Nor 
man haB just come from the Kootenay 
oountry where ho was accompanied by his 
export, Mr. J. H. Clcmes, tho well known 
English mining engineer, for the purpoae of 
finding out whether thoro wore mines there 
vi hloh the syndloate would find it profitable 
to tako hold of and devolope. The syndic »te 
is not "making experiments," as Mr. Nor- 
man pub it yesterday. What they want are 
mines sufficiently devoloped to Bhow that 
bhey will pay for working. He did not feel 
justified in saying what ho had ac- 
complished lu Kootenay, but had no 
heaitation in stating that be was favorably 
impresaed with whab he had seen, and had 
found much groater development in the 
mining industry than he had expeotod when 
he left England. Tho syndicate do nob pro- 
pose to confine their attention to any one 
distriot, but will extend their operations to 
any portion of the . province as may be 
thought advisable. Mr. Clemos is still In 
tbo Interior continuing his examinations. 
Aeked if he would visit the Alborni country, 
Mr. Norman replied that lb waa poaalble he 
mlghb take a trip to that district. The syn- 
dicate, Mr. Norman oxplainod, was really 
the offshoot of a well known financial group 
in the " city," which waa already largely 
engagod In developing mines in other parts 
of the world. 

Mr. J. Wulffsohn, of Vancouver, the 
British Columbia representative of the syn- 
dicato, acoompanies Mr. Norman.

An American Schooner Refused fiesis 
tvatlou Papers 15i cause of Her 
Ownei 'd Citizenship. 

The Japan Advertiser, of Yokohumn, 
Bays In a recant issue : " Japanese are in- 
dignant at the foreign poachers having 
everything their own way in Japaneso wat- 
era, and it has often been proposed to organ- 
ize a company to cloar them away. A ver- 
nacular contemporary states that a gentle- 
man who recently travelled In a sealing 
schooner to Hokkaido, asserts that it is 
almost impossible to get rid of them, and 
the Japanese cannot hopo to compete with 
them until they learn how to shoot from a 
rocking boat with the aamo accuracy. Wo 
have repeatedly pointed out that the sealers 
who hunt on this side the Paoifio are not 
poachers, and Mr. J. 0. Hall, in his last ro- 
port on tho trade of Hokodate declared em- 
phatically that there was not a known in- 
stance of an American or British schooner 
hunting seals in territorial wutcro. But tho 
term of contempt has boen written into the 
Japanoso language and will remain." 

MARINE NOTES. 

The Dominion steamer Quadra returned 
from Barclay sound on Saturday night with 
the inspector of fisheries on board. The 
site for a now fishwuy at tho paper mill dam, 
Alborni, was selected by the inspector and 
the work of erecting it will be taken in hand 
at ence by the paper mill people. When 
completed tho fish ladder will no doubt 
work well. Tho steamer Rainbow was seen 
by the Quadra in Barclay sound. 

A twelve-ton iohooner belonging to Port 
Townsend would have joined the Victoria 
Beet yosterday were it not for the fact that 
her owner 1b an American citizen. Captain 
Coggins is the owner, and ho brought the 
tosboI horo especially for the purpose of 
making Vlotoria her home port. The 
schooner is the Francis, a crafb adapted to 
trading. 

Only three more of the sealing fleet have 
yet to return home from Behring sea. The 
Osoar and Hattie, Capt. T. Magneson, with 
a catoh of 1,167 skins ; and the South Bend, 
Capt. C. F. Dillon, with 148, are the latest 
to arrive. 

The steamer Maude left for Wost CoaBt 
points last evening. Among her passengers 
wsro Qfhoa, Earle, M.P.; C. Jackson, and 
Thos. Alice, who aro going to Alborni, and 
Rev. Mr. Stone, who is bound for Nanoose. 

Tug Pioneer arrived from Port Townsend 
yesterday for the ship Thomas Stephens, 
now in Esquimau and which will take a 
cargo of grain at Tacoma for the United 
Kingdom. 

YeBterday the schooner Venture changed 
kinds. Messrs. Mathleaon, Ryan and Mo- 
Connoli purchasing her from tho Urquhart 
estate.

ills Ciibo In No Way Benefitted by the Testi- 
mony Introduced by 111b Counsel. 

San Fii.anci.sco, 0)C 21; — This i f ornoon, 
ifter a dwo week*' intermission, ui though 
Attorney D.-uprey was not proeent the liial 
of TneoJoif Durrani was reuumud, 

C.iarles T Lanahan, recalled, (old about 
the time when he suid he called at Oppen- 
hoim'8 btoro Jo pawn a rin^; similar to tho 
one woru by BUnone Limont. In a letter 
written to General Dickinson lust spring, 
Lsnahsn said hocallod at Uppenhsim's store 
just before noon, at tho same hour Durraut 
is said to have visited tho place, but the 
witness said to day that he called at Op- 
penhelm's betwoon two and throe o'clock in 
the afternoon. 

Ou cross-examination, witness put on hie 
hat and overcoat for tho purposo if show- 
ing tho jury how he looked when he called 
at the store. Afterwards ho put on Dur- 
rant's hat and ovorcoat. Lenahan bears no 
resemblanco to Durrant, and oven when ar- 
rayed in tho prisoner's olothing, the simi- 
larity between the two was eo little us to bo 
hardly poroeptlblo. 

Robert N. Lynch, Kev. George Gibson's 
privato secretary, was called to show that 
ho gave Miss Cunningham tho first, clew to 
the faoti that Mrs. Leak had seen Dun-ant 
and Miss Lunont enter the church on the 
afternoon of April 3. 

The defence desired to impeach Mrs. 
Leak's testimony by showing that she had 
told Rev. Mr. Gibson whenshu said she had 
not, and furthermore to show that in his 
zeal to have Durrant convicted, Rov. Mr. 
Gibson had made Mrs. Leuk's story public. 
The scheme foil through, however, as Lynch 
said ho did not teli Miss Cunningham about 
Mrs". Leak's story, as he himself did not 
know of it until after Mrs. Leak was Bub- 
punaed as a witness in tho cusp. 

Mrs. C. G. Noblo, Blanche Lamont's aunt, 
was recalled to toll how long Blanche at- 
tended the Powell street national school. 
Mrs. Noble said Blanche had attended but 
threo times when she was murdered. 

Attorney Dickinson nexu took the stand 
and said that last July ho received by mail 
a leather strap bearing tho name of Blanche 
Lamont. He said tho Btrap waB wrapped 
up in a newspaper, but he did not know 
who sent it. 

The strap was produced in the court at 
the time, and Maudo Lamont was asked if 
it was not the strap in which Blanche car- 
ried her books. Maude replied that she did 
not thiuk so, but thought in might bo. At- 
torney Dickinson asked this morning that 
the Btrap bo admitted as an exhibit, but 
District Attorney li.'.rnes objected, and the 
court withhold its ruling. 

The deposition of CharleB C. Clarke, 
travelling salesman, was next read. The 
defonco claimed that Clarke, who in now in 
Boston, saw Blanoho Lamont, accompanied 
by another man than Durrant, on a Powell 
street car on the afternoon of April 3rd. 
Tho deposition showed that Clarke had 
never seen Miss Lamont to hiB knowledge, 
but after toeing her pioture in tho newspaper 
bethought be recognized her as the same 
woman he saw on April 3. 

Thore were 183 questions asked on cross- 
examinaeion. 

If no unforeseen circumstance intervenes 
tho trial will proceed without further inter- 
ruption to Its conclusion. The week 
juat closed has provod a boon to counsel 
for both sides. The long strain bad taxed 
their endurance to the utmost. Tho effect 
of the week of relaxation will no doubt bo 
apparent when the business of tukiug testi- 
mony is again resumed. Both Bides havo 
been asked >,a ro the time required to finish 
the case, »nd from the most careful estl 
mates i' „ow seems certain that a fortnight 
will oLiyso before tho jury is asked to con- 
sider tiie evidence and render a verdiot.

PRIVATE BILLS. 



TO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
porBOns who propose to Introduce Privato 
Bills at tho next seseion of tho Legislature, tho 
Speaker has directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which explains tho dlBtinct. 
Ive character of such measures: 

Every Bill for tho particular Interest or ben 
eflt of any porson or poisons is troatcd in Par- 
liament as a Privato Bill. Whothor it bo for 
tho interest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, it is equally distinguished from a 
moasuro of public policy, in which tho whole 
community are interested ; ond this diBtinc 
tion is marked by tho solicitation of Privato 
Bills by tho parties themselves whoso intorcsts 
aro concorncd. By tho standing orders of the 
Houeo all Privato Bills, or Bills to amend tho 
Bamo, aro required to bo brought in upon peti- 
tion, and tho payment of fees by tho promoters 
is an Indisponsablo condition to tholr progross. 
Public BHIb to amend Privato Bills can be in 
troduccd by a momber of tho Government, but 
not by a private membor.

RAILWAY RESPONSIBILITY". 

Is It Liable For Injuries Inflicted by an Insane 
Passenger on Another I'asBeuger ? 

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 21.— Judge Wil 
liame, in the Federal court, overruled a mo 
tion for a now trial in the celebrated caBO of 
Sallie Greenthal vs. the St. Louis Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railroad and tho 
Pullman Car Company. An appeal waB 
then taken to tho U. S. Court of Appeals 
Tho pointB raised were important not only 
to common carriers, but the travelling pub 
lie as well aro involved in the case. It will 
be recalled that tho suit grows out of th 
killing of Mrs. Greenthol'a husband by a 
crazy passenger in a Pullman oar on the 
mountain near Bild Knob a few years ago 
Tho widow suod for damages and was 
awarded 811,000 in round numbers by a 
jury in the Federal court last spring. The 
feature of tho c&so whioh interests the pub 
lio Is aa to tho responsibility of common car- 
riers for injuries itflioted by a deranged pas- 
senger upon a follow pasBonger, the coaten 
tion being that when a railroad accepts a 
passenger of that description it assumes tho 
-responsibility for his ucts while on the train. 
On t'oo other hand ib was argued with no 
small vigor by oounsel for tbo railroad that 
the employmont of exports on ineanily ue 
conductors and porters would bo necessary 
to distinguish between sano and insane per- 
sons. A decision from tho highest courts 
will bo awaited with interest.

SOS HI PLOTTINGS. 

ArrcBt of Conspirators— Numerous Suspected 
Parties Under Surveillance— Special 
Guards Appointed. 

Tok\o, Oot. 7.— Toward tho end of Sep 
tomber the suspicions of the policn of Tokyo 
were aroused by a aoshi named Watanake, 
who made himaolf conspicuous by publicly 
reciting passages from newspapers most vio- 
lently hostile to tho government and by os- 
tentatiously visiting the graves of notorious 
assassins, particularly thoae who murdered 
Minister Okubo and Mori and attempted tho 
life of Count 0<«uma. This man waa arreat- 
ed Ssptembor 25, and on bis person were 
found a pistol, a photograph of Marquis Ito, 
and several documents ptoving conclusively 
the existence of a widespread plot for tho 
assassination of the prime ministocand other 
officials of high position. It was at first 
supposod that certain members of the diplo- 
matic corps wero included in tho sohome, 
but tho evidonco In support of this theory 
was too Blight to be trustod. 

Watanulto, who is an illeducited soshi, 
27 yearB old, unhesitatingly declared his 
murderous purpoBo when examined before 
the Buprome court on September '21. In 
consequence of letters whioh he carried five 
other alleged conspirators wero seized, one 
of whom, namod Sohinozaki, is believed to 
be the active leador of the combination, 
although probably inspired by personB of 
better social grade than hia own. He is 30 
odd years old, and noted among hia fellows 
for great strength, boldness and skill in the 
use of weapons. Until recently he was a 
devoted follower of the ineendiary politician, 
Oi Kentaro, who loft Japan some months 
ago for a journey to Siam. Beyond these 
bare facts, the authorities allow no informa 
tion to become public 

The Japanese newspapers are not even 
permitted to stato positively the offence of 
which tho prieonera aro accused, and they 
announce simply that the crime ia aupposed 
to belong to tho category of attempted 
mnrder with the objeot of overthrowing tho 
government. Numbers of persons suspected 
of connection with tho plot, iuuluding aev 
oral women, are kept under surveillance, 
and further arrests aro expeoted. Addi 
tional guards have been placed around the 
bouses of tho ministers of state, and also 
nonr the legations of Russia, France, Ger 
many and China. 



CUBA'S CONQUEST. 

General Decampos' Plan of Campaign— Will 
Starve Oat the Insnrzents— A Lively 
Cyclone. 

London, Oct. 21. — Tho Standard prints a 
dispatch from Madrid which gives the out 
line of the campaign in Cubi as mapped 
out by Captnln General Decampos. By 
November, v l eu fresh reinforcements have 
arrived, be txpecta to assume the offensive 
and at tliu head of 2,000 troops proposes 
to mo v., across the Island of Cuba from 
west to east, olearing the centre of the 
island of insurgents, forcing them back in 
to the mountainous piovinces of Puerto 
Principe* and Santiago de Cuba, and con 
fining the rebellion to that quarter of 
Cuba. By thus isolating the rebellion, tho 
planters in tho more fertile regions will be 
proteoted ; their crops saved and business 
can be resumed. DeoampoB does not onti 
cipate the revolution will terminate 
at this crisis, nor does ho propose 
to pursue the insurgents into the 
fastnesses of the mountains. He hopes 
by putting the soldiers in the Eastern prov 
inces, and with the assistance of a flotilla of 
warships and torpedo boats to cut eff the in- 
surgents supplies, and eventually starvation 
will overcome thoir insubordination. 

Havana, Oct. 21 — A cyclono entered the 
island yeatetday through the Cien Aga de 
Zapata diatrict. The disturbance will pro 
bably pass through Matanzas and over Ha- 
vana if the wind dots not change. At 10 
o'clock to-day the wind averaged a volooity 
of 78 milos per hour. During tho past 24 
houra 141 millimetres of rain toll. 

The latest word received hero of the pro 
Kress of the cyclone of which warning wbb 
given yesterday, is that ib haB caused havoc 
in the province of Santa Clara, tho wind 
blowing with hurrloino force at tho rate of 
ninoty inileB an hour, uprootiDg treee, blow- 
ing down houRee and laying waste tho cane 
fields, Tho damage which haa reaulted is 
onormoup, and the people in tho villages in 
tho intorior aro thoroughly discouraged at 
bo many successive calamities. Details of 
the ravages of the storm in full 
are nob yet known, but the 
danger for Havana la now over, 
It has been ruining all over tho island for 
24 hourB and thorp are fears of another dis- 
astrous flood in Vuelta and Majio and in 
the provinces of Hivana, Mataczis and 
Santa Clura. Tho storm's trajectory shows 
that it will strike the unuth eastern portion 
of Florida and will perhaps bo bo more vio- 
lent there than hero, as lc waa momentarily 
Increasing In in intensity while pulsing over 
thiB island. Communication with Matanzis 

stopped as overy wire is down and tho 
railroad track is also flooded.

The Truth iu Reffard to iLie Diatb of 
Cape Mudsfp Sully Seems No 
Nearer at Haud Thau before. 



Au Open Verdict Returned at the In- 
quest—Joseph Latlelle De- 
tained iu Custody. 

After four days' energetic work the police 
find themselves still unnblo to dispel the 
mystory regarding tho death ol Capo Mudge 
Sally, whoso naked body was found under a 
hedge on tho Songheea reservation last Fri- 
day morning. Tho ooroner's inqueet, too, 
leaves the matter juBt whero it was bafore, 
for after hearing all tho evidence that waB 
obtainable, tho jury yoBterday afternoon re- 
turned an oper verdict. Several now points 
have developed in the oase since Saturday, 
however, and as a result Joseph Ladelle, 
who has been tho dead woman's lover for 
somo time past, ia dotuined at police head- 
quarters pending developments. Ho was, 
according to Jackson Seaweed, a Cape 
Mudgo half caste, soon with Sally us lato as 
11 o'clock, and she was then waiting for him 
to go with her and get something to eat. 

This very important ovidenco wua procur- 
ed at Nanaimo by ConBtublB Gilchrist, who 
went there to intercept tho Indians of Sally's 
tribe ou their w^y home, and was quite suc- 
cessful in bo doing. None of tho others 
could gtvo aoy'matorial information, but Sea- 
weed returned with tho consttilile, and in 
the witnesB box yestorday declared positive- 
ly that ho Baw and spoke to Sally at 11 
o'clock Thursday night in front of tho E. & 
N. railway Btation. She was then dreused 
in the olothing found not far from the body, 
but woro on her head a f anoy kerchief Buoh 
as the majority of Indian women aro partial 
to. Where this kerchief has gono to oannot 
be ascertained — it was not with the body or 
in the little pile of clothing, and its discov- 
ery would possibly bo a very strong 
thread in the chain of oiroumBtan- 
tial evidence required to furniah an 
interpretation of the oase. Seaweed spoko 
to Sally, and she told him, he says, that she 
was waiting for Joe — who was talking to a 
male companion only a fow feet away. 

This Ladello vigorously denies. Hoclaims 
that he can account for himself all tho time 
from 9:30 to midnight, and that by that 
time he was drunk and incapable. Ho did 
not, according to his own story, seo Sally 
once during the day or night, and certain it 
Ib that his statement aa to getting drunk is 
correct, for officers Redgave and Gilchrist 
found him intoxicated at 2 in the morning, 
and locked him up. 

It was us Sally's door atep that the police 

me across him. 
caThe police as they got deeper into the case 
are becoming more and more convinced that 
Sally did not go across the bridge alone, 
and that sho did not die of purely natural 
causes. They more than suapoct that foul 
play of some kind was originally responsible 
for the unfortunate woman's death, and in 
order to get at the facet they are now especi- 
ally anxious to intorview Joe Ladolle's com- 
panion of 11 o'clock Thursday night — if 
Seaweed's story is a truo one ; to learn 
where Sally procured her llttlo package of 
grapes, and if she was alone when she 
bought them ; and to find the fanoy ker- 
chief which she usually wore on her head, 
but which haB not yet been located. 

Seaweed waB the one important witness at 
the inquest yesterday, though Ladelle and 
Andrew Lanbeck also took the stand and again 
involved themBelvea in a tangle of contra- 
diction ; and Dr. Lang was recalled to re- 
affirm his opinion previously expressed and 
to add that a ligature of some kind had ap- 
parently been drawn tightly about tho neok 
shortly before death. The inference waa 
that eomoono, possibly Sally herself, might 
have partly strangled the woman, and her 
death subsequently resulted Irom the shook 
and exposure. Charley, tho untiuthful 
uncle, and Andrew L»nbeak, his friend, 
were yeBterday restored to liberty, though 
the police know where to put thoir hands 
upon them should they be wanted at any

WENT ASHOliE IN THE FOG, 

Tho Sun Francisco Three- Muster " Leroy Hom- 
ers "Hoes on Near Race Rocks— Will 
Probably Bo Floated To-Day. 

Pokt TowuSEHD, Oat. 21.— (Special)— 
Tho eobooner Leroy SomerB, bjund from 
San Francisco to Seattle to load lumber, ia 
ashore at Sooko harbor, noar Race Rocks, at 
2 o'clock thia morning in dense fog and calm 
woather, but with a heavy ocean swell roll- 
ing in from the weBt ; the vessol driftod 
ashore at high wator. With her kedge an- 
chors the Somcra hauled away from 
the mosb dangerous appearing rookB, 
and Captain Oleen sent his 
mato across to Port AngeloB to telegraph to 
this city for a tug boat. The tug Wanderer 
will go down to-night and attempt; to tow 
the vessel off at, high water to-morrow morn- 
ing. Captain Olson said tho veasel was not 
damaged materially except for tho limbers 
boiug badly strained and waa not in Im- 
mediate danger at present. Just as the 
Somera went ashoro another unknown vcsboI 
narrowly escaped Ihn same fate, but man- 
aged to get clear and sail out into the open 
wator. 

Confirmation of the SomerB 1 mishup 
re tched Victoria early laBb evening and tho 
tug Vancouver mudo a run out to the scene 
of tho wreck. She returned at midnight 
towing in a small schooner which as Bho waB 
looming out of the fog was mistaken for the 
lumber vessel, but whioh proved to bo the 
returning sealer Fawn. The Vanoouver re- 
ported the SomerB as out of immediate dan 
ger and awaiting tho arrival of thoohartorod 
Wanderer. She will probably be got off 
without difficulty and go on the marine rail 
way for a necsBbary inspection and repairs, 

The Fawn had telephoned from Williams 
Head for a tug to go out for her, and the 
message waa evidently misconstrued in some 
way, for there were several reports about 
town after ber departure that she had gone 
out to a distressed collier. Such, however, 
was not the oase. 

The Fawn reporta tho wreck aa being in a 
bad Bhape, and had'.ffered to send out a tug 
from Victoria but the offer was not accepted. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Grain Movements on the C. P. R.— Held Up- 
Freezer at Selkirk-School Matters. 

Winnipeg. Oit. 21. — (Speolal)— Ab the 
end of the week there wero over 2,500,000 
bushels of grain at the C.P.R. stations and 
in tho elevatora on the C.P.R. lino west of 
Winnipeg. Tho amount of wheat shipped 
from tho 1st to the 20th of this month on 
the C.P.R was greater by 1,000,000 bushelB 
than during the same period last season.

A slight fall of snow, just enough to covor 
the ground, gave Winnipeggera thiB morn 
leg the first reminder of winter.

The plant 
will cost in tho neighborhood of $.'100,000 
Shipments will bo made from tbat point 
south to St. Paul and Duluth, and eastward 
over the Canadian Pacific to Eastern Can 
ada, New York and Boston.
